I have the honour to transmit herewith for the 
consideration of the Oovt, a complaint made by Alexander?) 
^ones^^purchaser of a piece of Indian Land in the Twp7 of 
Arid^erson, who states that he was prevented from taking 
timber off the lot, and from remaining in possession. The 
sale took place in 1837, and several instalments are in 
arrear, one only having been paid. The case is one ex¬ 
tremely common, purchasers sometimes become so for the 
mere purpose of gettin;; timber off the land at a small 
price, and then Abandoning the land, sometimes they cut 
the timber, with a view of raising from the land itself, 
the means of paying the instalments. It is perfectly 
impossible for a public officer with any safety to under¬ 
take to discriminate between the cases - but the exist¬ 
ence of the evil suggests that some general measure should 
be adopted for enforcing the payment of instalments due - 
It has very frequently been a matter of consideration in 
ray own raind and of communication with the "'overtment the 
enforcement of pa^nnent of bach instalments. But the state 
of the ?rov, for the last four years appeared to me and to 
the Government a sufficient reason for not commencing pro¬ 
ceedings, and for not advising their commencement, and it

is in fact a serious question of politics, whether the time 
has yeat arrived. But proceedings in a few cases, would 
give rise to charges of partiality not easy to be answered, 

I believe the rule in equity, with respect to purchasers 
upon time, to be, that upon legal steps being taken to en¬ 
force the rights of the Settlers, the purchaser can have 
relief in equity against the forfeiture by pa 3 niient of prin¬ 
cipal and interest, as in the case of a Mortgage. It would 
appear to me, therefore, that in the present case the dis¬ 
possession of the purchaser without giving him an opporttin- 
ity of redemption is not authorized, though there probably 
can be no -ood ground of complaint on his part, because he 
has been forbidden to coinmit further waste, or required 
verbally to leave the land, I have answered his letter, 
declining to interfere in his favour, unless upon the terms 
of the pai?ment of the arrears due, but saying upon their 
immediate payment I will recommend the receipt of the Money, 
Probably no other answer in this case w ill be consider necess 
ary - but I take the opportunity of soliciting the atten¬ 
tion of the Govt, to the general question, whether the 
proper time is cone for the institution of proceedings 
against purchasers in arrears for Clergy, Indian, and 
Crown Lands,

BBlleving, however, that the period has at length arrived, ■

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and easily recognized line of distinction between the de¬ 
faulters, the Council respectfully recomaend, that the 
proceedings which they now advise should, in the first 
instance, be restricted to those parties, who have paid 
only one Instalment, and haviing more than one in arrears; 
and that a circular notice be addressed to all persons in¬ 
cluded in that class, calling upon therefore the immediate 
payment of the Instalment then due, and threatening them 
with proceedings on the part of the Crown, for the recovery 
of the land, unless such instalment were paid, at latest, 
within three months from the date of the Notice, and simi¬ 
lar course may afterwards be piirsued towards those who have 
paid only two instalments, and the same system may sub¬ 
sequently be extended to the ^remaining defaulters, until 
the whole purchase money shall, in every case, have been 
fully paid.
